a cadet, to West Point m the days when 
militia oflicors were chosen because they 
were large, good-lookiug men, Every- 
body had the notion that cone but large 
men were fit for military affairs. 
I was 


on a visit to the town in Ohio where the 
Sheridan family lived, I was looking for 
a location ar.d did actually looeite in 
Somerset, Ohio, and lived there for B 
number of years, playing m the same 
band with Michael Sheridan, the Gen- 
eral's brother. On the day of my first 
visit to the town Phil Sheridan and a 
companion arrived 
homo from West 


Point on a visit. Sheridan's companion 
was a large young man, filling the peo- 
ple's idea of a soldier, while "Phil" was a 
small, bantam-legged, diminutive fellow, 
weighing IHtle above a hundred pounds. 
The denizens of the village were gath- 
eree in knots about the dusty streets. I 
was standing in one of these companies 
when the young cadets were seen ap- 
proaching in uniform. The crowd at 
onoa began to laugh and many were the 
unoomplimentaiy 
remarks of disgust 


passed by these citizens upon the little 
oadet, I saw as the young eoldier ap- 
proached that they would jeer him when 
he 
got near them. 
An impulse of 


disgust seized me and I went into a store 
near by so as to avoid witnessing the 
young man's embarrassment. 


After I became a citizen cf the town 


some years the tall comrade of little 
"Phil" had been forgotten and the peo- 
ple were hearing with n good deal of in- 
credulity of some brilliant work Lieuten- 
ant Sheridan was doing in battles with 
the Indians in Oregon. 
Soon the Sheri- 


dans had built ft very beautiful cottage, 
which is still standing, and the word 
leaked oat that Lieutenant Sheridan 
was sending his money home to pay for 
i1,. It was he who from his earnings 
uomfortably housed his people, 


Years flew by. The war came and 


Little Phil Sheridan had already distin- 
guished himself on the field in spite of 
the sin, according to the gospel of his 
neighbors, that hs only weighed 110 
pounds. I was in the service. On the 
19th 
day of October, 1804,1 was in Har- 


per's Ferry. I was to leave for Wash- 
ington that night. Just before I took 
the train Gen. Kelley, who was in com- 
mand at that statnn, told me that he had 
just learned that Sheridan had that day 
been badly defeaded by Enrly at Cedar 
Creek. I 
arrived that night on the 


Baltimore and Ohio at Relay 
junc- 


tion, and lay down on the platform 
to rfst and await a morning train 
for 
Washington. There were 
officers 


on that tram ranking from generals 
down to colonels and captains. Not one 
of them had heard of the battle. 
The 


morning papers did not contain B word 
about it. When tha train reached Wash- 
ington the newsboys were out with ex- 
tras announcing n victory for Sheridan 
instead of a defeat. 
I thought my

and did 
not 
believe 
the 


papers. 
That 
evening 
there 
was 


a great procession; fire works and bands. 
The procession drew up in front of the 
White House and they called for Lincoln, 
He appeared at the window and said: "I 
propose three cheers for 'Little Phil.' 
Sheridan, and now I propose three cheers 
for General Grant who knew what Lit- 
tle 1'hil could do and sent him to the 
Shenadouh Va'ley and I tell you it was 
well tor the enemy that he was little for 
if ho had been big there is no telling 
what would have become of them. 
And 


cow I propose three cheers for the boys 
who fought under General Sheridan." 
The cheers were all givon amid the boom- 
ing of hundreds of cannon, and it was 
then I WBB satisfied that Sheridan had 
not been whipped and as I stood gather- 
ing my wits together the incident of his 
neighbors snaermg at ''Phil" Sheridan 
and of my going iato a store to escape 
seeing his pmbarrasmrint, came up before 
me and then I thought of the Groat 
President 
Lincoln calling for three 


cheers for the same "Little Phil" and I 
was impressed with the fact that whon 
God wants a man "for business1' he looks
